EXPLANATION. 


Tue following tables contain blanks for the registration of ten generations of the ancestry of any person. 

The generations are :narked by Roman, the individuals by Arabic numerals. 

‘The three Jatest generations, 1. to 11. will be found on page 1; the seven earlier ones, Iv. to X., on the 
remaining sixteen pages or eight sheets of the book. Each sheet, or pair of pages as the book lies open, 
will therefore show the ancestry of one of the eight great-grand_parents. 

Page 1. 1. 1 is for the compiler’s own name and history. 

n. 2 is for his father; 3 for his mother. 

ut. 4 is for his father’s father; 5 for his father’s mother ; 6 for his mother’s father; 7 for his 
mother’s mother. 

Iv. This isa key or guide to the pedigrees of the eight great-grand-parents which are to fill the 
remaining eight sheets. In each space is to be written only the name and surname of 
each great-grand-parent (the wife with her maiden name); each couple over their own 
child, with the husband's name at the left. The payes referred to form the eight sheets 
on which the ancestry of the great-grand-parents is to be written. 

For example --1v* is the great-grand-father who bore the family name; on pages 2 and 3 a corresponding 
space 16" will be found, in which his name and history are to be written. On these pages v"* is for his 
father, whose ancestry thus fills the left hand page; v" for his mother, whose ancestry thus fills the right 
hand page. The whole ancestry of each great-grand-parent can thus be seen at a glance. The other sheets 
are to be filled in the same way. When the name of any ancestor is entered more than once, it may be 
found convenient to use red ink in making the subsequent entries. , 

Jt will be noticed chat (except sometimes in 1) the even numbers fall to the men, the uneven ones to the 
women. Also that the ancestors who have borne the family name are marked by numbers representing the 
powers of 2,2, 4, 8, 16, 32, etc.
